London, Sept. 8.— The news that 
Emperor Nicholas had placed him- 
self at the head of his army, which 
he annonneed in a telegram to Ray- 
mond Poincarc. president of France, 
and the visit paid by the French conv 
mander-in-chief. General Joffre, to 
the Italian army, foreshadow, it is 
believed in n)ilitary circles here,ltlr- 
ring events in wh)ch the amiea af 
the allies will co-iperate. 

It is declared the Russians already 
are nearly, if not quite, holding their 
own against the Anatrians and Ger- 
mans, whose advance at most points 
has been stopped. In places the Rus- 
sians are on the offensive. 

Rigaremaina Uie danger point, 
but the facts that the Rnsaians con- 
tinue to occupy the town after the 
Germans have advanced to Dvina, 
soqtheaat of Riga, leads military 
writara to eondude that the Russians 
feel reasonably sure of their ability 
to defend the river and in time to 
push sufficiently far westward to re 
lieve the pressure on their forcts on 
the shores of the Gulf of Riga. 

Still another battleis being fought 
for the triangle of fortifications far- 
ther south, of which Rovno and Dub- 
no remain in the banda of the Rus- 
sians. 

The Austrians and RiTssians face 
each other across the Sereth river in 
Galicia, where the fighting is contin- 
uooa. The stands which the Rus- 
sians are making suggest that their 
supply of munitions is ample. A 
Petrograd correspondent says the 
ammunition shortage of the Russians 
has been corrected and that while 
the production is si -w it is incessant 
and growing in activity and method. 

For the thirteenth successive day 
the allies have bombarded German 
positions in the west, only varying 
their artilK iy .ictivity by occasional 
air raids, sapping and mining opera- 
tions and bomb throwing. Success 
rests first with one side and then the 
other. • 

Similar activity is noticed on the 
part of the Austro- German army

By better 
attention of cows and better meth 
oda of herdUuL it ia poa«ibia to m 
creaae conMmbly the avaraae pro- 
dui'tinn which would mean not only 
the placing of dairy farming on a 
;irniitable basis but a mors plentiful 
supply of ip important elsss of good 
products. 

Hairvinjj has now come to he 'f 
considerable importaace in Christi in 
county and wherever one farmer has 
been induced to adopt i^tported 
equipments and methods tKs Influ 
eiice of hit) ex -mple has spread in ^ 
the surroundioK community. 

Clkdatian county farmers and dai 
rymen kr^ilking about t^OOO cows 
and here in Hopkinavllle is l^'outlet 
for the prtiiiuee of many fmea that 
number, for the local creamery ofTets 
to buy ajl tfae butter fat produced 
wiihin 100 milea of HopKinsville. 

The present praictice by a majority 
of Christian county farmers of ex- 
clnaive grain and tobacco growing 
will lead to sure failure, for hiatory 
fails to record an instance where a 
soil was .so fertile thar it could indefi- 
nitely support a sys em of croppinji: 
like ours and our c unty c^uat yield 
to a system of tiaodliog which wOl 
restore to the .s iil m st of the fer- 
tility that is removed in the harvest- 
ed crop. No system of agriculture 
can hope to survive un^er msthoda 
which gradually but surely are im- 
1 iiv.-rishinii the soil. One of the 
very best as well as the most pruht- 
able waya to maintain fertility is to 
feed tl|S bn k of th» crop to live 
stock on ttte farm and apply the ma- 
nure to the field.s. 

As to the kind of live stock to be 
used, that dependa upon the prefer 
ence I'f the farmer, adaptahility t) 
locality bnd the marke's. In favor- 
able years the returns for grain and 
tobacco farming are big, but averag- 
ed on a series of year* the income ia 
unre.iable and compared with the 
pecarious returns from this source ' 
the dairy herd yMds an iaeome eve- 
ry day in the year. 

Kaffir, milo, sorghum and corn are ' 
most reasonably certain as a forajfe 
crop and can be depended upoo,| 
practically on evary fsrai inCh ia- 
tian and adjoining counties, and 
when it comes to an all the year 
feature, we have that too for stock 
can run out ten montha. in tbe year. 
Compared with tbe r eh dairy asction 
' of Wisconsip, where stock is housed 
'and dry fed for lix nontha in the 
year on land worth $200 an acre. 
C iriatian county with h«r many ad* 
1 vantages in cHvate and cheap laais 
^ should become a richer county, fl^ 
the protits are doubled. 

Every farmer shonld establish • 
dairy herd, for no naatter howla-fS 
or how amall, It will be the means of 
raising the standuril of living and 
improving the citizenship because of 
tbe steady, depsodsble income from 
the sale of cream. The keeping of a 
small dairy herd need not interfere 
with the growing of many crops, 
and s total loss may bseoavs^M, 
into s partial fiilhirs bseaase of tht 
dairy herd. 

Uf all the breeds of milk produc 
ing cattle, it Is eonesded that tbs 
pure bred Jersey ia the most profit 
able for this country. While the 
breed hss a most marj^ed influence, 
there is •lio cooridfrable variation 
of tbs ladMdaals in oasli brsed. It

Bukowina is an Austrian crown- 
land, with the rank of a duchy, with | 
a ft w i^iiiall ( it li s and a population 
of Korne 8(»0,0(K). It presents an un- 
obstructed frontier to the Kuaaians, 
while it is cut oft from the Anstio> 
Hungarian empire \tj the Csrpa. 
thian mountains. 

Its chief city, Czcmowitz. - junt 
across from the Russian frontier. 
Broken spur ranges from the Carps- 
thiana fiirthi r isolate much of Bu- 
kowina from its neighboring Ualicia. 
It is roost easy of access to Russia 
and to Roumania. The first natural 
difficulties which the Russians met 
were llic Interior moutitain ranpes, 
covered with forests anil tangled 
with anderbmsh. 

The crownlaiid has an area of 
4.0.31 square iikIo. and lies aliriost 
wholly in the Carjiathiaii belt.

The Anglo-French connnifaion aent 
to America in eonnectioo with the 
OuestiDn nf American excharjre, did 
not arrive at iiuiifax today, ex 
pected.
